Taras: 


OPENED. 


Near three years ago we avowed ourselves 
in favor of the slave trade, and as this had 
at least the merit of being a new position, it 
may be interesting and instructive, perhaps, 
to look upon the changes, if any, in Southers 
opinion, that have since occurred. It isnot 
too much to say that the position . was an 
extreme one. Men were generally disin- 
clined to make a standard of Slavery. We 
had slaves, and as against all others, we had 
aright to hold them; but there was the feel- 
ing that, in some sense, they were plunder, 
which it was enouyh to get out of the way 
with. And, solicitous to sustain ourselves 
within the existing social sentiinent of the 
world, we were unwilling to revolt agatnst 
it, and we were rather inclined to brave the 
world in the practice of an acknowledged 
wrong than promulge the social principle 
upou which our acts were to be rendered 
right, This we thought unwise. We be- 
lieved it not only possible, but necessary, to 
erect astandard of our own,—Though 
Slavery was possessed of every clement 
necessary toa living social system we felt 
it never could be defended upon pre-existing 
principles of opinions but that to its vindica- 
tion and establishment there vas the neces- 
sity of distinct orgamization and intelligence 
that, instead of a flank, we must present a 
front—instead of fear, we must have hope 
instead of endurance, action-—and, to the 
end of changing our attitude in the contest, 
and of planting our standard right in the 
very faces of our adversaries, we propose as 
leading principles of Southern policy, to 
reopen and legitimate the slave trade. 

There were few, at first, to come to this 
position. The Southern journals were 


generally silent, and all those which spoke | 


except Lhe Charleston Mercury. and ‘The 
Richmond Hexaminer, deprecated its tem- 
erity. We failed to have the proposition 
placed before the Sothern Commercial Con- 
vention; we found an indisposition in the 
public mind to be disturbed upon a disa- 
greeable subject; and we were indebted to 
journals at the Nhrth for the opportunity of 
a more full discussiun of the subject. 

Since that time, however, there Vave-beon 
raany circumstances to effect opinion at the 
South. Ihe sentiment of opposition to our 
‘astitutions has led to further acts of polit.cal 
aggression. ‘The entrenchment of our posi- 
tion bas been no impediment to legislative 
and territorial circumspection. Yielding 
ground before our adversaries,we have 
come, at last, to points beyond which we 
can yield nou frther, and the alternatives of 
surrender or reaction have been forced upun 
us. ‘Io reaction, therefore, we have been 
impelled; but at every step we have been 
met by difficulties, which seemed only to be 


necessary step was to preocupy the territory 
to the West and thus preserve as near as 
possible, an equality in’ the Federal branch 
of the National Legislature; but there we 
were met by an insufficency of population. 


While men, from superabundance, were 
crowded out from the North, and were dire- 
cted by emigration aid societies upon Kan- 
sas, we had not enough for the ordinary 
offices of labour, and it required force to 
send them out—Even then there was the 
futher difficnity. If we were to send labor- 
ing whites, there was the apprehension that 
they themselves would acquire an interest in 
the ‘Lerritory in opposition to the institution 
of domestic Slavery, and thus might fail to 
secure the State, lf we were to send slaves 
we lose their conserVative office in the so- 
cial economy at home. ; 

So many whites have come insince slaves 
have been restricted, that this class of cur 
population is greatly in excess. Many have 
taken tothe walks of manual labour. ‘They 
struggle for subsistence in competition with 
the slave, and already even in this State, 
where is still an excess of slaves, the propos- 
ition has bcen made and pressed, to relieve 
the whites from the severities of such a con- 
test. ‘L'o fortify the frontier, tberefore, 
there was the danger of violating the integ. 
rity of slave society in the center of our 
soundest State. ‘Lhe political power to be 
gained on the one hand was not a compen- 
sation for the moral strength to be lost on 
the other, 

One effort might be successful, but others 
must occur perpetually, and constrained to 
elect between power in Congress or power 
in the States; between social strength or 
political extension, our speculations turned 
abroadand the minds of men were forced to 
vibrate between the alternatives of “circum- 
scription or the slave trade.” 

Another not less necessary step was to 
incrase the general population cf the South, 
and preserve an approximation to equality 
in the popular branch ot the National Leg- 
islature. If it had been possible to perserve 
a footing in the Senate by territorial exten- 
sion, it soon appeared that the House would 
take the control of Government. That 
body had elected an Abolition Speaker, and 
its constituents pro, ose to elect a President. 
Without a Delegation from the South, ap- 
proaching in strength the Delegation from 
the North, there was no hope of participa- 
tion in the Government. ‘Ihe necessity for 
2 greater population became apparent. We 
could expect no great. increase of foreign 
labour in competion with our slaves; but 
should increase occur, it would tend still 
more to change the nature of onr society. 
"Che white element would only the more 
surely claim the aid of legislation to exclude 
the slave, and there was no reasonable hope, 
therefore, of being able to supyly our wants 
with the pauper population of Kurope. ‘Io 
submit to the government of an irresponsible 
majority in Congress was not to be thought 
of, and the minds of men were forced again 
to tibrate between the alternative of diseo-

lution or the slave trade. 

There was another important step to be 
taken. A contrast had been drawn between 
the North and South in. respectof their 
improvements—the deficiencies of.ifha South 
had been established, aud the fact was char- 
ed to the institution of domestic slavery 
We know that this was no evidence of inefhi- 
ciency: we konw that while labour had been 
ent off from the South it had continued to 
pour in upon the North; that in consequence 
of this, they have twice as much labour and 
less land, aud it was natural and necessary 
therefore, that their relative improvements 
should be greater. 

We also knew that in proportion to po- 
pulation at the South the products are great- 
er than among any other people in the 
world, and to us there was nothing in this 
contrast to cause dissatisfaction; but the fact 
by all the world was taken as conclusive 
proof of inefficiency, —- We knew that equali- 
ty could ultimately be restored by an equali- 
ty of labour, but t he fact that interests are 
already established at the North, gives them 
a present advantage in the race. lf solici- 
tious for free white labour, it would natural- 


ly hesitate to come in competion with ouc ~ 


slaves, but it would the less incline to come, 
that there were no enterprises in existence, 
to attract it. These were at the North, 
and to the North was drawn still other labor 
to their further progress. 

‘To stem the current of opinion therefore, 
as well as to turn the tide of improvement 
and give to ourselves the comforts of progress 
and the confidence of the world, there was 
the necessity for labor, and as this lobor 
could never come from lL‘urope, we were 
turned ayain to Africa, and the minds of 
men were further for ced to vibrate between 
the alternatives of perpetual dependence or 
the slave trade. 

‘And there was still another'step. - Men 
have been forced to realize that whites and 
laves have been brought together here in 
unequal and unnatural proportions.. A slave 
society, properly constituted, will have 
neither race in excess, and if left free te 
form, there is but little doubt but that the 
race wauld come together in nntural propore 
tions. ‘There would be slaves enough for 
labor, and whites ennugh for direction, and 
the case would be exceptional in which the 
white man would labor in competition with 
the slave, or the slave direct except in sub- 
ordination to the white man. But, asaire dy 
maintained, they have not been free to form. 


While slaves from abroad have been kept 
out, whites trom abroad have been forced in 
and filling the rounds of employmant, open 
from the humblest labor to the highest offices 
of direction, they have been in the way of 
the pushing Slavery out. That siaves, if 
tree to come, would have been competent 
to every emergency of labor, there can be 
little doubt; but not being free to come, they 
have been too much extended; they have left 
interstices into whcih Free Jiabor, by the 
necessities of the case, has been forced, and 
the iustitution has lost much of its integrity. 

While the South becomes strengthened, 
there is no increase of strength to this pecu- 
liar feature of our society; Free Labor, : in 
corapetition with Stave Labor, is necessarily 
consevative of its own peculiar interests, and 
it has seemed possible, therefore, that the 
fortunes of our Constitution may be deter- 
mined by a class who have no direct and 
legitmate connection with it, - Already, in 
some sections of the country, it bas become 
more popular to talk of whipping the North 
then advancing Slavery; all have common 
cause in the other, and while the interests 
of the country sustain the South, and point 
to a magnificant career of national prosperity 
out. of the Union, if not in it, they do not 
point to the integrity and advancement of 
our own peculiar form of society. 

To obviate the evils of this unnatural con- 
dition bas become the object of every serious 
interest; but it only can be accomplished by 
an increase of slaves. With this every in= 
terest would be harmonized; there is no 
whifeman who would not engraft his work 
upon the labor of the slave, ifthe slavecoutd 
be had so cheapas to allow him toda so to 
advantage; but without this, the evil must 
increase, and those who believe in. Slavery 
who have confidence in its efficiency and 
order, and who would preserve and perpetu- 
ate it to the great object of its achievement 
are constrained to look for the . remedy 
which the conditionindicates, and these again 
are forced to vibrate between the alteroa- 
tives of social disintegration and the slave 
trad. 

At every step of reaction, therefore, we 


solution in. the measure we propose. To 
preserve equality in point of States; to re- 
cover equality in representation; to have any 
share, in fact, in Federal legislation; to 
demonstrate the efficiency of our institution, 
and turn the tide of commercial power from 
the North, and even to preserve the integri- 
ty of our own peculiar system of society, 
there has seemed to be the necessity for 
opening up again the stream of our foregin 
labor. As with every other stream, the 
channel points us to its source; the reception 
ofso much has fixed us in the condition of 
receiving more. — “a : 

If our society is to flow ina perennial cur= 
rent on through human history, we cannot 
cut it off now from its antecedents. ‘To do 
so would occasion the danger of leaving it @ 

stagnant and unprofitable pool among other 
Jvingyvaters, We cannot preseve the pe- 
cufiar nature of our society by taking its 
supply from other sources; and, as we would 
not have its nature changed, as we believe 
these streams of races were intended to
